The 14th encamped across the river, 
the men carrying off many of the 
Filipinos wounded. Eight prisoners 
were captured. Tha majority of the 
Filipinos wore red uniforms. 

Manila, June 14.— The first volun- 
teers started home Wednesday on 
transport Newport, the transport ( 
carrying the Oregon's 1st volunteer 
signal company, sailing for San Fran- 
cisco via Nagasaki.

Advices received up to 11 o'clock Tues- 
day night state that every building in 
the town is destroyed except the 
public school and a small dwell- 
ing, both of which are on the 
outskirts. The force of the wind 
was terrific, as scarce one piece 
of the many structures destroyed was 
left intact. Wrecked buildings and 
broken furniture, scarcely recog- 
nizable in their dilapidated condition, 

lie in many places, the corpses badly 
lisfigured and some of them hardly 
recognizable.
